PEACE MEASURES. 


On the 28th, Mr. Abbott, of Sa- 


linas, seconded the passage of a bill 
in the Assembly, designed as a homo- 
thrust at Chinese immigration. It 
is well understood that Chinese im- 
migrants are induced to come to 
this country only on the specific 
agreement that if they die while 
liere their remains shall be sent back 
to the Flowery Kingdom.

It is not impossible that strange 


ships of many nations have at vari- 
ous times and at various places been 
cast upon the American coast, or 
even that adventurous spirits, who 
were familiar with the oldtnne .stories 
of a western land, may have de- 
signedly sailed westward until they 
reached America, and hnvo never 
returned to toll the tale. The result 
of such desultory visits would lie 
exactly what has been noliccd, but 
erroneously attributed to immigra- 
tion en mtt&te. Tho strangers, wore 
their 
lives spared, would 
settle 


among the people, and impart their 
ideas and knowledge to them. 
This 


knowledge would not tako any very 
definite shape or have any very de- 
cided etusct, for the reason that the 
sailors and adventurers who would 
be likely to land in America under 
such circumstances would noL be 
thoroughly versed in tho arts and 
sciences; still they would know many 
things that were unknown to tlieir 
captors or hosts, and would doubt- 
less be able to suggest many im- 
provements. 
This, 
(lieu, 
would 


account for 
many 
Old 
World 


ideas and customs thut have been 
detected here and there in America, 
while at the same, time tho diflictitly 
which arises from tin; fact that tlie 
resemblances, though striking, lire 
yet very fe.w, would bo satisfac- 
torily avoided. The foreigners, if 
adopted by tlio people they fell 
among, would, of course, marry 
women of the country and beget 
children, but it cannot lie expected 
that tho physical peculiarities so 
transmitted would be perceptible 
alter a generation or two of remarry- 
ing with the aboriginal siocic. 
At 


tho same time I think just as proba- 
ble that tho analogies referred lo are 
mere coincidences, such as might be 
found among any civili/.ed or semi- 
civilized people of the earth. It may 
be argued that the various American 
tribes and nationsdiH'er so inut"rially 
from each other as to render in ex- 
tremely improbable that they are 
derived from one original slock, but, 
however this may be, the dill'erence 
can scarcely be greater than that 
which apparently exists 
between 


many of the Aryan branches. 


"Hence it is, many not unreason- 


ably assume, that tho Americans arc 
autoehthonsps until there is some 
good ground given for 
belie\ 111/4 


thorn to be of exotic origin. To ex- 
press belief, however, in a theory in- 
capable of proof appears to mo idle. 
Indeed, such belief is not belief; it, is 
merely acquiescing in or accepting 
an hypothesis or tradition until the 
contrary is proved. No one at the 
present day can toll the origin of tho 
Americans; they niay have come 
from any on? or from all the hypo- 
thetical sources enumerated in the 
foregoing pages, and hew tho ques- 
tion must rest until we have some 
more light upon the subject."—Ban- 
croft's Nat tie Jiwcv.
